THE CASE IS PROVED 


A HOUSE built of normal traditional materials, and offering 

a comfortable, well-planned home for a family of five, was 
completed in Northampton at the end of September. It was 
built in precisely three and a half months and has cost £1,083, 
and was opened yesterday by Sir Stephen Tallents. 


This dwelling, one of four, has been erected to the winning 
design in the Architectural Competition initiated by The 
Builder with the aim of showing how, in a building economy 
governed by restricted supply and high cost of materials and 
labour, the smaller house could make a substantial contri- 
bution towards making good the housing shortage. Such 
houses, it was felt, need not fall below good standards either 
in construction or amenity provided architects were allowed 
a more free hand in their planning. 


The house shown in the winning design—an “ intermediate” 
in a terrace of four—offered a home for a man and wife and 
their family of three in living space only 49 sq. ft. below the 
recommended Ministry minimum of 630 sq. ft. ‘The estimate 
of cost of erection at prices ruling at December 31 last was 
£950—a price which excluded land, roads and sewers but 
included a reasonable profit for the builder. 


As a practical test of the validity of the estimates, the block 
of four now illustrated was built; certified costings show 
that of the extra £133 by which the original estimate of {950 
of December last has increased, no less than £120 is repre- 
sented by national increases in wages and materials, increases 
which naturally apply to all housing under construction. 
This price of £1,083 compares with an average cost of local 
authority houses for families of five of between {£1,400 and 
£1,450. 

The builders have renewed their written offer, made in 
December, to erect a further 50 houses on the same schedule, 
plus only <he certified increases since that date in materials 
and labour. 


The case is indeed proved. 


These Northampton houses offer lessons which, if learnt, 
will help to end the national housing shortage. They are :— 


(1) That if comfortable, well-built homes for families of 
five can be built to show a saving of not less than £350 on 
the comparable local authority house now under construction, 
such homes must be built in greater numbers. 


Four houses of the new type can be erected for the same cost 
as three built to Ministry standards of accommodation. 


(2) That only by reducing the cost of building can prices of 
houses, and rents, be brought once again within the means of 
families whose needs are greatest. These new houses can 
cut costs and rents by 25-30 per cent. One thousand six 
hundred and ninety man-hours were taken in their construc- 
tion which compares with 2,575 quoted in the second Gird- 
wood report as being the average in 1949 of three-bedroom 
houses. 


(3) That at a time when local authority houses are taking 
upwards of 12 months to complete, a system of collaboration 
between architect and builder under free enterprise which 
within one-third of that time has produced these new-type . 
dwellings must be given its chance to operate on a much 
greater scale. 


In conclusion, while it is not suggested that to erect houses 
of the type now illustrated is the only means of overcoming 
the housing shortage, it is nevertheless clear that smaller 
houses, saving as they do in cost and enabling lower rents, 
must be built in vastly greater numbers. So long as their 
design is the result of collaboration between the building 
professions and trades and their construction is to an accepted 
standard, there need be no fear that amenity will suffer. 
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THE BUILDING EXHIBITION 


"THE Building Exhibition which opens at Olympia next 

Wednesday could not have come at a more appropriate 
moment.‘ The new Government will be eager to implement 
their promise to increase house production as soon as possible, 
and here at Olympia, as though by the waving of a magic 
wand, is a comprehensive display of the plant, machinery, 
tools, materials, components and equipment needed for the 


job. Such an assemblage must be of the greatest practical ~ 


value to all concerned with building, particularly the Govern- 
ment and their technical advisers, who will soon have to make 
up their minds on the priorities of materials needed for the 
whole building programme. If the target of 300,000 houses 
a year is to be reached, while maintaining or perhaps increasing 
the volume of other necessary buildings, every sound economy 
will have to be observed and every reliable aid to speed and 
efficiency employed. Olympia matches the means to the 
opportunity, and the new Minister of Works, Mr. David 
Eccles, M.P., should find much to interest him. 


This year’s exhibition, the twenty-fourth of the series, 
is larger than ever before, filling not only the Grand Hall 
and the National Hall, but, for the first time, the ground floor 
of the Empire Hall as well. All the well-tried traditional 
materials will be on view in customary profusion, together 
with established forms of components and equipment of 
every kind, for which there is certain to be an increasing 
demand. Since the last exhibition was held there has been a 
considerable increase in the variety of mechanical plant, tools 
and appliances, and new, improved or substitute materials 
and techniques available to the builders, and of these we are 
promised a lavish display, which should do much to encourage 
their use in the present drive for increased productivity in 
the industry, which has lately been criticised, in part at least, 
for its unprogressiveness. 


Supplementing the trade exhibits there will be three displays 
which are sure'to arouse a good deal of additional interest, 
namely (1) a Craft of Masonry exhibit, organised and designed 
under the direction of Mr. Lawrence Wright, A.R.I.B.A., to 
foster the growth of apprenticeship ; (2) the Village Joiner’s 
Shop—showing a small traditional builder’s organisation at 
work ; and (3) a Display of Architectural Drawings, including 
a selection from this year’s Academy and Mr. Basil Spence’s 
designs for Coventry Cathedral. All the Government 
Departments connected with building will be showing results 
of recent research. 


As usual, the exhibition will be officially visited by a large 
number of professional, trade and allied organisations, and in 
addition to various conferences there will be exhibitions of 
films of technical interest and a number of lectures including 
one on “Lower Cost Housing,” by Mr. A. W. Kenyon, 
C.B.E., F.R.I.B.A. (one of the assessors in the recent com- 
petition for architects organised by The Builder), and another 
on “ Building Opportunities in Canada,” by Mr. Ian M. 
Leslie, Hon.A.R.I.B.A., Editor of The Builder, who made a 
special tour of the Dominion last year. 


The Building Exhibition, particularly within recent years, 
has developed a strong social side, and the R.I.B.A., the 
N.F.B.T.E., the L.M.B.A., and other organisations connected 
with the industry will again have their club rooms, offering a 
hearty welcome to callers (and in some cases, we understand, 
refreshments !), At our own stand (No. 138 Row G) copies 
of our Special Exhibition Numbers and a great variety of 
technical books will be on sale. A display of models and 
photographs (including the winning one in the Low-cost 
_ Housing competition) will be on view in a second stand in the 

Gallery of the Grand Hall (Nos. 405-406.). 


The three special issues of The Builder to be published 
during the exhibition will provide a full record of its contents 
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and events; and will include a number of special articles by 
expert contributors on trends and developments in building 
genérally. 


The exhibition, which closes on Wednesday, November 28° 
promises to be one of unusual interest and importance, 
coming as it does at a time not only of crisis but of oppor- 
tunity in national affairs. 


FUNCTIONALISM UNDER FIRE 


(CONTEMPORARY functional architecture has lately come 

under fire from two quarters—a Third Programme talk 
by Mr. Osbert Lancaster, Hon.A.R.I.B.A. (recorded in 
our last issue), and the second Inaugural Address to the 
R.I.B.A., by the President, Mr. A. Graham Henderson, 
A.R.S.A. (reported in this issue)—the former, a subtle and 
witty criticism of the whole movement, the latter, a general 
assessment, all the more effective for the studiously moderate 
language in which it is phrased.

“Does 1951,” inquired Mr. Lancaster, “‘ mark the final 
triumphant flowering, or just a further stage on the upward 
march, or the end of the whole thing and the beginning of 
something quite new?” He did not pretend to know the 
answer, but suggested that if a really live and profitable 
movement was to develop from the South Bank many of the 
most cherished illusions of the modern movement would have 
to go overboard—“ that frenzied rejection of the past, for 
instance, that ridiculous attitude of having absolutely no 
connection with the period next door, which has had such 
disastrous effects on architectural education. Then that 
inhibiting fear of the cliché must at all costs be overcome, 
and it must be realised that a good supply of sound, genérally 
acceptable clichés is one of architecture’s most urgent require- 
ments.” 


Mr. Henderson thought it could be said that the architects 
responsible for the South Bank had “ done a fine job,” but 
he could not subscribe to the rather extravagant adulation 
which had been lavished on some of the work done; “nor,” 
he continued, “‘ can I accept the view that the exhibitions of 
1951 herald the dawn of a ‘ new architecture’... . 
general criticism would be that the designers have been 
often too self-conscious; that many of them, in an effort 
to be different, have been over-elaborate; and, broadly 
speaking, that the ‘frame’ became in many cases more impor- 
tant than the ‘ picture’. ” 


Mr. Lancaster, unlike the president of the R.I.B.A., 
appears to detect in the South Bank signs of a new departure 
in contemporary architecture, and if he proves to be right 
there will be few to regret the passing of that dull, unimagina- 
tive sort of functionalism which is difficult to distinguish 
from ordinary structural engineering. Mr. Lancaster, from 
the position of the detached but intensely interested amateur, 
senses “‘ deep down in the collective subconscious of the 
[modern] movement a profound misgiving ” of mechanisa- 
tion taking command at a price “ disastrously high in terms. 
of the spiritual well-being of the producer.” _If reaction, 
or development, comes, will it bring some return of that 
humanistic quality which has characterised the best architec- 
ture of the past? Mr. Lancaster’s hopes in that direction 
are probably based not only on the South Bank but on the 
success of the gaily decorative Festival Gardens at Battersea 
Park, in the design of which he himself took more than a 
modest part. If something of their spirit could be infused 
into the bare forms of functionalism it could at least do no 
harm. 


The two addresses to which we have referred make excellent 
reading, Mr. Henderson’s as much for the sanity of its out- 
look over the wider fields. of architectural activity as for its 
references to contemporary experiment.

UNITED NATIONS IN PARIS 


HE decision to hold the General 
Assembly of the United Nations in 
Paris this November imposed the burden 
on the city of finding at short notice the 
necessary accommodation for this great 
assembly, writesa correspondent. Even in 
Paris such a large amount of accommoda- 
tion is no longer available; not one of 
the extravagances of the Louis or of 
Napoleon are sufficient to contain this 
parliament with all its technical equip- 
ment for recording, simultaneous transla- 
tions, and the world-wide news and 
communication systems. 


The theatre in the Palais de Chaillot, used 
in 1948 for a meeting of the United 
Nations, will again be transformed into 
the General Assembly, and its vast foyers 
into bars and restaurants for the delegates 
and Press; the dressing rooms will 
become the. Press boxes, recording units, 
radio studios; and somewhere in these 
service quarters the large switchboards 
and control panels have been installed. 
The new feature of this year’s trans- 
formation is the erection of a four-storey 
temporary office building to house offices 
for the delegates, the Council and Com- 
mittee Rooms. These are sited around 
three sides of the ornamental fountains 
and water works designed for the meta- 
morphosis of the old Trocadero as the 
Palais de Chaillot in time for the Paris 
Exhibition in 1937-38. 


INGENIOUS CONSTRUCTION 


THE new temporary buildings are 
erected in a light steel frame, the struc- 
tural floors, walls and partitions composed 
of 2-in. strawboard reinforced on either side 
with }4-in. wall-board. The floors are 
finished in rough rayon fabric, the ceilings 
with aluminium acoustic panels which 
are also used as radiant panels for heating, 
and the internal walls sprayed with a new 
rayon material giving a soft finish hardly 
distinguishable from felt. 

The fire risk would not probably appeal 
to most city councils and could contain the 
elements of interesting speculations for 
writers of sensational drama. There are, 
however, interesting features, and they 
are the ease with which this temporary 
building can be dismantled, and the high 
recoverable value of the materials used, 
as well as the surprisingly high standard 
of comfort obtained with such economy 
and expedition. Even on a cold Novem- 
ber day the internal conditions in these 
temporary office buildings satisfied the 
most critical of the American delegates 
as far as heat was concerned, and the 
noise level was so unresponsive to impact 
and airborne noises that it was impossible 
to hear. the Russian delegates saying 
“No.” ‘The work was commenced four 
months ago and directed by Monsieur 
Jacques Carlu, whose energies, impressive 
figure, and personality, have been the 
force behind this great achievement.

FROM “ THE BUILDER” OF 1851 
Saturday, November 8, 1851 

THE Lorp Mayor’s SHow.—Some of 
our readers may remember that, in 
consequence of a communication from 
Mr. Godwin to Mr. Alderman Musgrove, 
in 1850, first published in our pages, an 
endeavour was made, and with consider- 
able success, to improve the character of 
the show. The writer thought, with 
Thomas Middleton in 1613, that some 
“‘ art and knowledge, equal to the liberality 
of the City, should be displayed in the 
invention of their pageants,” that it 
would be matter for regret if so ancient a 
proceeding as the Lord Mayor’s triumphal 
riding were abandoned, and that it was 
desirable to raise it out of the monotonous 
routine into which it had fallen “ by the 
introduction, among other changes,” of 
emblems and works of art, accordant with 
its ancient character, and worthy of the 
present time... .” 


TOWN 
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“A YEAR OF NOTABLE HAPPENINGS” 
Mr. Graham Henderson’s RIBA Inaugural Address 


A YEAR of notable happenings which 
“between them provide consider- 
able encouragement for the future and 
at the same time point the path along 
which the profession should go,” formed 
the background to Mr. A. Graham 
Henderson’s address inaugurating the 
R.I.B.A. session, delivered at 66, Portland- 
place on Tuesday night. There was a 
full attendance. Mr. HENDERSON said : 


My obvious first topic is the Festival of 
Britain. In 1951 we set out as a nation to 
demonstrate to the world that this country 
is still very much alive. The Festival of 
Britain was organised to commemorate 
the great Exhibition of 1851 and to remind 
us of our achievements during the last 100 
years. At the same time it was to demon- 
strate that the artists, the scientists, the 
technicians and the craftsmen of the 
present day could maintain the progress 
which had been made and even look for- 
ward to further and greater achievements. 
That the considerable effort involved had 
to take place against the background of a 
troubled international situation with the 
necessity for enormous expenditure .~on 
defence when we were slowly recovering 
from the destruction of war was proof, if 
proof were needed, of our virility and our 
faith. 

That somewhat formal statement, 
broadly speaking, covers the public appeal 
of the Festival of Britain, but to us as 
architects its interest has been a much 
closer and to some of us a personal one. 
Just as in 1851 this has been an exhibition 
year, but with the difference that instead 
of one large exhibition in the capital city 
we have had exhibitions in many cities and 
even in smaller centres covering every field 
of artistic, scientific, technical and in- 
dustrial activity. Apart from the interest 
which these exhibitions created, both 
among us here and to visitors from other 
countries, they have given a wonderful 
opportunity to our designers for displaying 
the various exhibits collected. That these 
designers have been to a large extent 
architects or those working in collaboration 
with architects is evidence of the important 
‘ contribution which our profession has 
made to the national effort. 


VALUE OF EXHIBITIONS 


It is not for me to attempt to assess the 
value of exhibitions in general. I have 
heard some of them described as expensive 
toys or as too limited in their public appeal. 
It has been said that we could not afford, 
at a time of admitted shortages of labour 
and materials, to direct so much valuable 
time and material to such temporary pur- 
poses. I think that in considering whether 
some or all of them were worth while we 
should take the view that as we are a nation 
of shopkeepers we must display our goods 
and, if we are to believe our commercial 
friends, that it pays to advertise. 

As architects we are naturally as much 
or perhaps more interested in how exhibits 
are displayed than in the exhibits them- 
selves. Initially and of major importance is 
the general arrangement of an exhibition 
to give easy access, ample circulation space 


for visitors, effective settings for the 
exhibits in their proper sequence and the 
many other points which call for careful 
planning often with an area of ground or a 
building not specially suited for the pur- 
pose. Much consultation with specialists 
may be necessary, but it is the architect, 
and he alone, who can give that quality and 
interest which can raise the whole exhibi- 
tion to the status of a work of art. 

It is a fact, I think, that the public take 
far more interest in exhibition buildings 
than they do in the permanent structures 
with which we adorn our towns and 
countryside. 


A FALSE DAWN ? 


I have, of course, seen only a few of the 
exhibitions which have been held through- 
out the country, but of those I have seen 


I think it can be said that the architects . 


who were responsible have done a fine job. 
At the same time I cannot subscribe to the 
rather extravagant adulation which has 
been lavished on some of the work done, 
nor can I accept the view that the exhibi- 
tions of 1951 herald the dawn of a “ new 
architecture.”’ I think their importance lies 
in the fact that some of our younger archi- 
tects—and some not so young—have been 
given a chance and have, generally speak- 
ing, been successful. It should be remem- 
bered, however, that it was in a field where 
the requirements of normal architectural 
practice can be largely ignored, and the 
publicity accorded is far beyond that 
normally given to an architect’s work what- 
ever its quality. 

One hesitates to criticise where generally 
the effort has been so good, but it would 
be no compliment to refrain from criticism. 
My general one would be that the de- 
signers have been often too self-conscious, 
that many of them, in an effort to be 
different, have been over-elaborate ; and, 
broadly speaking, that the ‘‘ frame ”’ be- 
came in many cases more important than 
the “ picture.” . In my simple mind I 
had always believed that the main purpose 
of an exhibition was to interest the public 
in the articles shown, be they works of art or 
manufactured goods or even natural 
objects, and that the setting or display of 
these should be of secondary importance. 
It may well be that the fault lay with those 
who selected the exhibits, which in some 
cases did not appear to be worth exhibiting. 
Many of the exhibitions seemed to be over- 
laid with the efforts of script writers who 
were determined to tell a story or set a 
continuous theme. These stories or themes 
were, in some cases, puerile or too elusive. 
At the best they would have required a 
guide to explain them. My criticism, 
therefore, on this head is probably not 
against the architects, who did their best 
to give the public something worth looking 
at. In some cases it might even be said 
that the architects rescued some of the 
exhibits from complete futility. 

While, as I have said, there were many 
exhibitions in various centres, one thinks 
naturally of the principal one at the South 
Bank, where within the limits of a com- 
paratively small and awkwardly divided 
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site many interesting things were done. 
As a site it had only one redeeming feature, 
and that was its proximity to the river, and 
what it achieved as a general spectacle it 
Owed to the river rather than to the efforts 
of the individual architects, good as many 
of them were. ‘Too much was attempted 
in too little space—again probably not the 
fault of the architects. 


LIVE ARCHITECTURE 


It is only right that I should say a few 
words about a particular exhibition which 
was unique of its kind. It was the Live 
Architecture one at Poplar, where the 
exhibits were the buildings of a new neigh- 
bourhood centre created on a bombed site 
and comprising housing, shops, schools, 
a church, etc. This was something which 
as architects we could thoroughly approve, 
and the fact that considerable public 
interest was taken in it is of real significance 
to our profession. I-would venture to hope 
that we do not have to wait for another 
hundred years to find further opportunity 
to publicise what is being done to improve 
living conditions in our great cities. 


I must turn now to an important event 
related to another side of our profession 
which took place recently. It was the Inter- 
national Building Research Congress, and 
in it architects were associated with 
engineers, scientists, builders and, in fact, 
everybody interested in the planning and 
technique of building. It was right and, 
in fact, necessary, for architects to take 
part in this congress; the scope of 
research must be kept closely related to 
the solution of our day-to-day building 
problems ; especially so just now when 
substitute materials and economy are such 
important considerations. 


ARCHITECTS AND RESEARCH 


The practising architect’s interest in 
research is generally limited to finding out 
better, quicker and cheaper ways of build- 
ing. The efficient planning of his build- 
ings he will do himself in the light of his 
knowledge and experience, and while on 
occasion—for large projects or for build- 
ings for special purposes—he may have to 
call for the assistance of technical con- 
sultants, for the major portion of his work 
he will have to rely on his own ability to 
plan for the particular requirements of his 
client. In a very practical sense every 
architect is daily engaged in research, 
evesy job he does involves the solution of 
new problems and his reputation will be 
determined by his ability to solve them. 
He must, of course, keep himself informed 
on current general knowledge and practice, 
but his laboratory will be the building he 
erects. Book knowledge.may help him to 
avoid mistakes, but it is he who will have 
to bear the responsibility for any failure 
and not the writer of the book. 


This leads me to the rather delicate sub- 
ject of the employment of consultants and 
their importance in relation to a building 
project. It will be agreed that for, say, a 
concert hall the acoustic expert may very 
rightly determine the internal form and 
the materials suitable or, for a power 
station, the mechanical engineer may dic- 
tate the practical requirements ; but we, 
I think, must still maintain our view that 
every building, large or small, is a potential 
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contribution to architectural amenity and 
that it is the architect only who can ensure 
that this is achieved. To put it very 
bluntly, if there is to be a team we must be 
the leaders of that team.. 

There is another very important aspect 
of this question which we must consider. 
For the major portion of our work our 
clients will expect us to design their build- 
ings without the assistance of consultants. 
I think we would seriously undermine their 
confidence in us if we could not do so. 
They would certainly object to paying 
additional fees for the services of con- 
sultants except where it would not be 
reasonable to expect us to have the 
specialist knowledge required. 


THOUGHTS ON COVENTRY 


I have only time to refer to one more 
subject, but it is one which is of perennial 
interest to architects—namely, competi- 
tions. I do so specially at this time because 
we have had recently a most important 
competition—namely, that for the new 
cathedral at Coventry. That the result of 
this should have caused considerable 
controversy does not.surprise me. It stood 
out from the beginning that this was 
an obvious battleground for those who 
favoured tradition and those who were 
against it. I am not quite sure which 
to admire more—the optimism of the 
promoters in hoping that a modern setting 
could be devised for a form of worship 
so deeply rooted in tradition as the Church 
of England, or the courage of the assessors 
who took on the task of judging the various 
solutions of the problem which Were 
submitted. The promoters of the com- 
petition obviously did not want a tradi- 
tionally English cathedral but hoped—a 
hope expressed in pious but none too lucid 
language—that something might emerge 
from the welter of current architectural 
thought to symbolise the Church’s relation 
to the community and inspire its adherents. 
The distinguished assessors, with their 
wide knowledge of traditional and 
contemporary architectural ‘thought, 
approached their task, I think, in a more 
realistic manner ; and the final result can, 
I think, be summed up as an outstanding 
example of our ability to compromise. 

This to many will, of course, be a thor- 
oughly damning statement, but personally 
I agree with their point of view, if such it 
was. ‘They looked for something which 
did not necessarily conform to a theory of 
design or to doctrinaire philosophy but 
which, while solving the practical require- 
ments, had the essential elements and per- 
sonal quality of a work of art. I think they 
got this, and if the author (incidentally a 
Scotsman) can forget some of his many 
successes in exhibition work I believe he 
will produce a notable contribution to 
church architecture. 

I have drawn attention to this particular 
competition because I wish once again to 
plead for more competitions. The com- 
petition system—one not possible in other 
professions—gives opportunities to younger 
men for early recognition and ensures to 
the promoters, with almost definite cer- 
tainty, the best solution of their problem. 
Moreover, competitions create a degree of 


public interest which is to the good of all . 


concerned. The normal objection put for- 
ward is the delay in obtaining designs for a 
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particular project, but this should have 
little validity at the present time when, 
inevitably, important projects can often 
not be proceeded with immediately. 


I cannot close this rather rambling 
address without making a brief reference 
to my personal activities during the last 
year. One of the principal duties falling 
on the president is visiting the various 
Allied Societies. In addition, I have 
attended many functions given by kindred 
bodies. Apart from the mental strain on 
one not specially gifted as a speaker, the 
physical strain of doing justice to the more 
than ample hospitality I have received has 
been considerable, but I hope not disas- 
trous. I can assure you, however, that my 
experiences have been a considerable 
stimulus to my interest in the general 
welfare of the profession and my faith in 
its future. In particular they have con- 
vinced me of the paramount: influence 
which the Royal Institute exerts through- 
out the country. 


Bronze Medal Awards 


Mr. Davip Eccies, M.P., made his 
first contact with architects in his official 
capacity as Minister of Works when he pro- 
posed a vote of thanks to Mr. Henderson, 
which was seconded by Sir . Stephen 
Tallents, Hon.A.R.1.B.A. 


At the same meeting Mr. Henderson 
presented the R.I.B.A. London Architec- 
ture Bronze Medal to Messrs. A. J. P. 
Powell and J. H. Moya, AA.R.I.B.A., 
partners in the firm of Powell and Moya, 
architects, for their Churchill-gardens 
flats scheme at Pimlico for the West- 
minster City Council. .Alderman C._ P. 
Russell, as representative of the Council, 
was presented with a replica of the medal. 

Mr. Brian O’Rorke, A.R.A., F.R.I.B.A., 
received the R.I.B.A. Architecture Bronze 
Medal for New South Wales.

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“ BUILDING IS A 
BACKWARD INDUSTRY” 


Mr. Anthony M. Chitty’s 
Presidential Address to the A.A. 


HE ARCHITECTURAL ASSOCIA- 
TION opened its session for 
1951/52 on October 31 with a presidential 
address by Mr. Anthony M. Chitty, M.A., 
F.R.1.B.A., A.M.T.P.I. The meeting 
was at 36, Bedford-square, W.C.1, and 
the chair was taken by a vice-president, 
Mr. A. R. F. Anderson, F.R.I.B.A. 


Mr. CuitTty said that in the utterances 
of past presidents he had found strange 
talk, strong talk, sometimes cosy 
mediaevalism and sometimes good horse 
sense. Each president had his own special 
set of prejudices. Architecture more than 
other arts was the art of prejudice: by 
reason of its service to society it was more 
tied to human needs and wants, to human 
whims and whimsies. Every aspect of 
architectural life was governed, twisted 
and enriched by prejudice. 


In their present groping frame of mind 
architects found that the light of the 
history of the past hundred years scarcely 
served to guide them. The passionate 
enthusiasm for electicism in the 1850s, 
the wave of early French attraction, the 
polite devotion of the 1870s to Queen 
Anne, the Scandinavian period of the 
1920s, the crusade for modern architec- 
ture that had followed this and the new 
empiricism of last year were all but 
drifting tides of fashion, while architecture 
grew from more fundamental needs and 
means and movements. 


MECHANISATION ESSENTIAL 


Had architects been so occupied with 
style as to miss the underlying problems 
of the age? ‘To him the great problem, 
far outweighing all else, was that of getting 
acceptance by architects and others of the 
fact that building was a backward industry 
requiring to be mechanised. It was 
probable that most architects, builders 
and operatives were deeply prejudiced 
against such a change and for a thousand 
satisfying reasons. Yet without such: a 
change there could be no hope whatever 
of a solution of the major human and 
social problems’ before ~-mankind— 
problems of shelter, problems of home and 
family life, problems of health and 
wealth. 


With a technical revolution jn building, 
the most fundamental of all industries, 
would come a revolution in ideas of design, 
a degree of social revolution and possibly 
a revolution in ways of living also. This 
was an uncomfortable thought, because 
already there existed in the profession too 
large a body of aesthetic Luddites pre- 
pared to sacrifice a better world and a 
newer art, to the prejudice that the old 
was better than the new and that change 
must be resisted at all costs. In a recent 
paper Mr. Charles Abrams had drawn 
attention to the fact that in America as in 
Europe home building had remained the 
Cinderella of the gilded age of enterprise, 
with the odd result that the lake dwellings 
of neolithic man compared favourably for 
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size and comfort with the houses inhabited 
by millions of workers to-day. The lake 
dwellings had pitched roofs, walls of 
beech, birch or oak plastered with clay, 
fireplaces and a good layout with porch, 
kitchen, workroom, living-room and 
bedroom: embracing an area’ of from 750 
to 900 sq. ft. 


Mr. Abrams said it was doubtful 
whether our neolithic ancestors would 
have lived so long as we had done in the 
cellar ruins of parts of Europe or the 
slums of Asia and America. In _ his 
opinion the progress of house-building 
between Piltdown man and atomic man 
hardly compared favourably with the 
progress made in other enterprises, and 
he found the reasons for this stagnation 
to be much the same as those given by 
Sir Ben Lockspeiser in his stimulating 
paper at the recent Building Research 
Congress in London. Abrams concluded 
that immense responsibility rested upon 
architects as designers to put the fruits 
of research into practice and to help 
overcome the lag of the last thousand 
years in building practice. Perhaps this 
was the interpretation to be put upon the 
words of Mr. Frank Lloyd Wright in 
Bedford-square crying, ‘‘ Boys, throw 
away your books.” 


TOWN PLANNING 


A second problem concerned the rdle 
of the architect in town planning. 
Vitruvius made it plain that building was 
only one of the duties of the architect. 
Other. duties’ included the design and 
construction of towns and of public and 
private works. Eliel Saarinen in his book 
“The City’? showed how the architect 
had been led by the pursuit of beauty to 
delegate to others the more prosaic tasks 
of land measurement, map making and 
subdivision into lots until gradually the art 
of town building slipped from his hands. 
So busy was he designing, copying or 
collecting ornaments, so busy with making 
innumerable styles, in forming towers, 
pinnacles, crenellations and other pic- 
turesque stage stuff for the settings of 
surveyors, that he was scarcely aware that 
the most important part of his work had 
gone from him. It was a tragedy that the 
sense for form coherence had been lost ; 
just when the creative instinct was most 
needed for town planning it had ceased to 
exist. It was now the architect’s task to 
restore the art of organising harmoniously 
the space necessary to mankind and 
society : no one else had a training even 
faintly moulded towards that end. Of 
course a team of specialists was necessary 
to find facts, sift and weigh them; but 
only the man who had study and experi- 
ence in terms of spatial relationship could 
endow a plan with character, or a neigh- 
bourhood with beauty. 


Architeets should take this, task up 
again despite the prejudices of those who 
thought that the mere collection of facts 
and figures in itself gave rise to a solution 
of a problem. Who but architects were 
fitted for the task? For his own part he 
was not convinced as to the strangling 
effects of traffic chaos by the pictures 
painted of grass growing in the streets of 
central London because of an insoluble 
problem of planning—a problem only to 
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be solved by building brave new towns. 
He was not sure that people would be 
happy in the new ordered environment 
provided by the planners. Life might 
not be so rich there as in the mysteriously 
attractive chaos of existing cities. There 
was still much for architects to do in 
patching, pruning and improving the 
great towns. ‘There was a third matter 
that he must ventilate, namely, that 
surely the beauty of good design was an 
end in itself. It was not accidental, not 
automatic, not to be found by formulae, 
nor was it the outcome of a theory of 
construction alone. Least of all was it 
to be discovered in committee. The 
essence of creative work had not been 
changed in a thousand years, and one 
man must always determine its final form 
even if several contributed towards it. 
We must not confuse sociology with 
architecture to the. neglect of the latter ; 
means must be distinguished from 
ends. 


Architecture, thought Mr. Chitty, 
suffered to-day from neglectful workman- 
ship not only at the hands of the operatives 
but at the hand of the architect as well. 
There had been a decline since 1850 and 
much could be done to improve standards 
both in the office and on the site. 


In a talk on the wireless [reported in 
The Builder of November 2] Mr. Osbert 
Lancaster had said that one of the 
treasured illusions of the modern move- 
ment which go overboard was_ the 
“frenzied rejection of the past.” This 
was sound sense. Tradition and the past 
were not eliminated by being ignored ; 
in fact if human work and existence had 
any meaning whatever it was by virtue of 
the fact that past and present were one and 
continuous. Mr, Lancaster had gone 
on to say that a good supply of sound, 
generally acceptable clichés was one of 
the modern architect’s most urgent re- 
quirements, and that the success of 
eighteenth-century architecture was largely 
due to the invention of clichés that could 
be safely entrusted to local builders to 
exploit without becoming wearisome. Mr. 
Chitty thought this type of cliché was 


-being evolved satisfactorily in the case of 


English housing. But there was another 
less useful cliché found far too often in 
competitive drawings, the detail borrowed 
from a master and used unthinkingly and 
often improperly. 


THE A. A. SCHOOL 


The president concluded with some 
observations on the Association’s architec- 
tural school. From small beginnings 
this had progressed until an official of 
the Ministry of Education could say that 
it was a yardstick by which to judge 
architectural education. generally. No 
other school had such a glorious past or 
such a pregnant future. It behoved its 
teachers and scholars of the present 
generation to be clearly aware of the 
problems before them. One problem 
stood above the rest and no school in the 
country had yet solved it: it was that of 
linking five years of sectuded academic 
training in.the studio with the rough and 
tumble of the office and. the harsh facts 
of architecture as practised. Never had 
the times been more. difficult for the 
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bridging of this guif. It was for the 
Association’s school to find a solution to 
the problem, and by the slow and painful 
process’ of experiment it would make its: 
contribution. One of the things to strive 
for was a programme of exchanging visits: 
between schools enabling heads and staffs 
to exchange views. 


Next to bridging this gulf the most 
serious problem of architectural education. 
was perhaps contriving to tackle the ever: 
increasing bulk of material upon which the 
architect must be informed. With 
scientific research extending rapidly into: 
so many corners of the field of building 
this problem grew greater with every 
decade. Yet the lengthy period of school- 
ing,- technical training, office work and 
military training was already a serious 
handicap iri many ways. It was important, 
therefore, that energies should not be 
dispersed in too many directions in 
pursuit of matters attractive and educative 
but not directly connected with architec- 
ture. 


INADEQUATE TRAINING 


Mr. Howard’ Rosertson, M.C., 
A.R.A., F.R.I.B.A., moved the resolution 
proposing that the thanks of the meeting 
be given to the president. He said that 
Mr. Chitty had spoken about prejudice. 
He (Mr. Robertson) was a man of intense 
conviction, but when he showed his work 
to other people he found them full of 
prejudice. One point in the president’s 
address was that about the building 
industry being mechanised ; but buildings 
made for people must always be individual. 
They were like ships built for the great 
shipping companies in accordance with 
the best technique but not turned out 
according to pattern. They were not like 
motor-cars. In the case of motor-cars 
one model went for a few years, then the 
whole thing was reviewed and a new 
model made. The building industry was 
not backward in the sense of tools and 
mechanisation being lacking. ‘There was 
an enormous amount of inventiveness but 
the people in the industry were not well 
enough trained. It was no good having 
very fine tools unless you had people who 
could use them, and his experience was 
that those engaged in building were not 
up to the use of the tools. There should be 
fewer people in the industry, they should 
know how to use the marvellous equip- 
ment available and they should be well 
paid. 

Mr. Hucu Casson, F.R.I.B.A., R.D.1., 
said it was all very well for Mr. Frank 
Lloyd Wright to say ‘‘ Throw away your 
books,” but his (Mr. Casson’s) opinion 
was that they never took them up, As to 
industrialisation he agreed with Mr. 
Howard Robertson. On town planning 
the architeet should be the man to decide 
the appearance of the street furniture, 
the colour of the street, the sky line and 
everything else, but it was no good 
architects undertaking to do this unless 
they were better architects. They should 
be better designers. He wished Mr. 
Chitty a happy year as_ president. 
(Applause.) 

' The vote of thanks was heartily accorded 
and the president briefly replied to the 
criticisms made, 
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The main front. Entrance and service doors are both on this front.

The House Described 


HE intermediate house illustrated is within a block 

of four erected on a private estate at Winchester- 

road, Delapre, Northampton, to plans which were 

placed first in the open architectural competition 

promoted by The Builder. Licences were granted by 

Northampton Borough Council to four owner-occu- 
piers. 


PLANNING AND CONSTRUCTION: ‘The house is 
intended to illustrate the high standard of construction, 
comfort and amenity which can be provided at costs 
and rents 25 to 30 per cent. lower than those at 
present being built to full Ministry standards. 





External walls are 11 in. cavity, party walls being 
9 in. brick. Partitions on the first floor are of hollow 
block. The roof is of timber with clay pantiles. 


Flooring finishes are: Living-room, Marley tiles ; 
kitchen, quarry tiles; store, screeded concrete. 
There are timber floors throughout on the first 
floor. 


Windows are standard steel, and there are standard 
timber doors. ‘There is a normal electrical installa- 
tion. The house, with the exception of the store, is 
plastered throughout. The living-room is papered and 
the rest of the house distempered. All woodwork is 
painted.

HEATING AND Hot WarTER: The plan arrangement 
is largely dependent on the centrally-placed single 
fireplace containing a slow-combustion solid fuel fire 
which, in addition to heating the living-dining-room, 
heats water for bathroom and kitchen, radiators on 
the landing and in the second bedroom, and a towel- 
rail in the bathroom. 


The hot-water cylinder is tapped so that an electric 
immersion heater may readily be installed by the 
occupier as an alternative method of heating the hot 
water for bathroom and kitchen in summertime. 


PLUMBING: Sanitary fittings are grouped so that 
waste pipes from lavatory basin and bath and soil

pipe from the w.c. are taken directly into a single 
vertical soil, waste and vent pipe contained in a duct 
inside the building. 


Cost: The cost of the intermediate house of the 
terrace as finally certified by the Quantity Surveyors 
in October, 1951, is £1,083, which is thus £133 higher 
than the estimated cost (£950) at the time of the com- 
petition (December 31, 1950). Of this extra cost no 
less than £120 is due to increases in costs of materials 
and in wage rates which have taken place since that 
date, and it will be appreciated that the effect of these 
increases on the normal larger local authority house 
is proportionately greater. 


The certified cost of the complete terrace of four 
houses is £4,450, the end houses including additional 
brickwork and windows in the gables and other small 
extra items. It should be noted that these costs are 
all exclusive of the cost of land, roads and sewers. 


Contract TIME: The complete terrace of four 
houses took three and a half months to build, work 
commencing on June 11, and being completed on 
September 29, including one holiday week in August. 


The number of man-hours taken in building the 
complete terrace averages 1,690 per house compared 
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The living-room, looking from entrance lobby towards french window leading to garden. 


with 2,575 man-hours given in the second Girdwood 
Report as being the average for three-bedroom houses 
built in 1949. 


TIMES OF OPENING: The house is available for 
inspection by housing authorities, their architects and 
the public for a period of three weeks from Friday, 
November 9, until Sunday, December 2 (inclusive) 
between the hours of 10 a.m. and 4.30 p.m. on 
weekdays and 2 p.m. and 4.30 p.m. on Sundays. 

The builders were Messrs. T. Wilson and Sons, 
65-67, Sheep-street, Northampton, whose breakdown 
of the man-hours employed, as also a list of sub- 
contractors and suppliers, will be found on page 645.

“THE BUILDER” LOW-COST HOUSE 


We now have pleasure in sending you our report on the 
final cost, based on the bill of quantities prepared and priced 
by us as at December 31, 1950. 

As you know, the house in question has been built as an 
intermediate in a block of four houses, and in order to arrive 
at a present-day valuation, we have first dealt with the com- 
plete block—measuring the additional works contained within 
the curtilage of the site—and adding the increase in cost of 
labour and materials. The summary of this is as follows :—

DETAILED plans for the development of 

the Portsmouth-road site, Wandsworth, 
were presented to the London County Coun- 
cil, at its meeting on Tuesday, by the coun- 
cil’s housing committee. The Portsmouth- 
road scheme is part of the comprehensive 
scheme of mixed development on a number 
of sites, totalling 305 acres, on the fringes 





of Putney Heath and Wimbledon Common, 
where 6,000 families will ultimately be 
housed, general proposals for which were 
announced by the L.C.C. in 1948. Details 
of the schemes for the development of a 
number of the sites have already been 
announced. 

The development of the Portsmouth-road 


site will follow the same general lines as 
that of the other sites in the area, and will 
consist of three main types of housing— 
in 11-storey point blocks, four-storey super- 
imposed maisonettes and a relatively small 
proportion of terrace houses. By concen- 
trating on the 11l-storey blocks of flats and 
taking “ acreage in the sky ” it will be pos-

Particular care has been taken in the 
choice of a site for each building. 


The point blocks will be near the bound- 
ary overlooking Putney Heath. Along the 
Portsmouth-road frontage the ground slopes 
in a series of terraces on which were the 
former mansions “ Alton House,” “ Fern- 
bank” and “ Tregew,” and there are tall 
screens of trees and shrubs along the bound- 
aries dividing these properties. Towards the 
centre is another mansion, “ Myddleton,” 
which is still occupied. By siting some of 
the point blocks actually on the sites of these 
mansions, full advantage is being taken of 
their natural setting. Terrace houses will be 
built along the Bessborough-road frontage 
and on “ Clarensdean,” the detached corner 
of the site next Roehampton Village. 


A Gradual Build-up 


The maisonettes have been sited mainly 
between the terrace houses and the point 
blocks and on the detached site by Alton- 
road. There will thus be a gradual build up 
of architectural scale from low to tall build- 
ings and at the same time good views and 
pleasant vistas through the site itself will be 
preserved, 


There will be nine 11-storey point blocks 
each with a laundry, 11 four-storey blocks 
of superimposed maisonettes, 76 houses in 
ten terraces and a three-storey block of one- 
room flats with balcony access. Six single- 
room flats will also be provided by the con- 
version of three existing cottages. In addi- 
tion to the housing accommodation, there 
will be six shops with a clubroom above, 
30 garages, two tenants’ workshops, an estate 
workshop, two children’s playgrounds and 
256 tenants’ stores. 


The total number of dwellings will be 655, 
comprising 393 flats, 180 maisonettes, 76 ter- 
race houses and six converted single-room 
flats. The widening of Roehampton-lane 
has been safeguarded, and sites are reserved 
for a nursery school and a public-house. 


The estimated cost of the -development, 
including architectural and incidental ex- 
penses, is £1,446,500. Work on the site 
should start in the latter half of 1952.

The first 
to eleventh floors each have three three- 
room flats and one two-room flat. On the 
ground floor there are a laundry and tenants’ 
stores, and either a four-room caretaker’s 
flat and a one-room flat, or three one-room 
flats. 


The central core contains two staircases 
lighted and ventilated to the open air, twin 
refuse chutes and two lifts with a central 
lift lobby. Each lift stops at alternate 
floors. 


The new type point block is more econo- 
mical than the original design because the 
lifts and stairs will serve 42 flats in each 
block instead of 32; there is less external 
walling for each flat because of the square 
plan; and the compact internal planning and 
square design will result in economy in heat- 
ing, services and construction. 


The space in the centre of the block which 
cannot easily be lit or ventilated by natural 
means will be used for the bathrooms and 
lavatories, which will be provided with a 
duplicate system of mechanical ventilation. 
There are windows in both external walls 
of the living rooms—thus giving two differ- 
ent prospects; and in the three-room flats 
a large balcony forms a valuable addition 
which could be used as a play-space for small 
children. 


A central heating and hot water service 
will be installed, for which a weekly charge 
of 9s. will be made. 


Terrace Houses.—In order to provide a 
proportion of houses on the site, new types 
of narrow-frontage terrace houses have been 
designed. There are no through passages 
between the houses, and access to the rear 
will be obtained from the entrance hall 
through a store to the back garden: The 
“through store,” which obviates back access 
paths, provides valuable space for cycles, 
work-bench, etc. There is space under the 
stairs for a pram. 


The designs for these new terrace houses 
are for a five-room house with the entrance 
from the south or west; a similar house with 
entrance from the east or north; a house 
at the end of a terrace where through access 
is unnecessary and where the entrance door 
is at the side, the space saved by this arrange- 
ment enabling an extra room to be provided; 
and a three-room house, which will be built 
in staggered terraces—a design which enables 
the houses to be sited along, instead of 
across, the contour of the land, and permits 
interesting architectural treatment of a ter- 
race which must, in any event, be staggered 
to step down contours or to avoid existing 
trees. 


Present estimates of weekly rents are given 
as: Point blocks (excluding 9s. for heat and 
hot water): one room, 12s. 9d., or with rates, 
17s. 6d. gross; two-room, 17s. 6d., 24s.; three- 
room, 22s., 29s. 6d.; four-room, 26s., 35s. 
Maisonettes: four-room, 24s., 33s.; five-room, 
28s., 38s. 9d. Cottages: four-room, 30s., 
39s. 6d.; five-room, 33s., 43s. 9d.; six-room, 
35s., 47s. Over the three schemes, the 
capital cost per room is expected to be 
about £671. 


The main difficulty is expected to be in 
the supply of essential building materials, 
particularly steel. The L.C.C. are already 
using methods of construction designed to 
economise on materials in short supply, and 
are to continue this policy.

DELAY, IN SETTLING FINAL 
ACCOUNTS 


To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,— There is an overwhelming amount 

of evidence to show that building 
contractors who undertake building work 
for local authorities and Government 
Departments are becoming seriously em- 
barrassed as a result of the slowness of the 
authorities in making payment for work 
completed. The situation was becoming 
serious towards the end of last year, but 
has become infinitely more acute during 
the past few months as a result of the 
many recent increases in material prices. 


The causes of the trouble are no doubt 
fairly obvious. In the case of housing 
construction the main burden is now 
carried by the local authorities, whereas 
before the war the bulk of the work was 
carried out under private auspices. Under 
the general post-war conditions local 
authorities have been unable to build up 
the necessary survey staff to cope with 
the enormously increased burden, and the 
passing of the Town and Country Planning 
Act has in many cases reduced the 
qualified survey staff available for new 
housing work. 


Interim payments appear in general to 
be made regularly and premptly, but the 
payment for extras due to increased cost 
of materials is in nearly all cases only 
made after a considerable lapse of time, 
in many cases as much as eighteen months 
to two years after completion of the 
contract. In many instances the sums 
involved are very considerable and, when 
the amount representing the customary 
10 per cent retention is added, represent 
an outlay which is stretching to the limit 
the capital resources of the firms con- 
cerned. Some indication of the final 
result of this situation is provided by 
the following Board of Trade statistics :-—

This trend is serious both for the 
building trade and this country, but even 
if the strain does not result in bankruptcy 
of the main contractor, there are other 
repercussions which demand serious atten- 
tion. The strain suffered by the main 
contractors is always to some degree passed 
on to the sub-contractors and to the 
suppliers of materials, and all concerned 
will agree that the length of credit 
demanded for the provision of these 
essential services is extending at an 
alarming rate. The provision of extremely 
long credit with its inevitable accompani- 
ment of higher credit risk must ultimately 
be. reflected in the cost of the services 
provided, with corresponding reflection 
in the cost of the contract. 


Quite apart from this, as a direct 
result of this unwholesome state of 
affairs peculiar to municipal and state 
contract work, there is much evidence to 
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show that many well established building 
concerns and sub-contractors of repute 
are now avoiding housing contracts in 
particular. Many authorities are now 
experiencing grave difficulty in obtaining 
tenders for house construction and are 
being compelled in many instances to 
reduce their contracts to uneconomic 
size in order to attract some of the smaller 
(and often inexperienced) firms into the 
field. Again the result’ is increased 
contract costs. There are other undesir- 
able elements too numerous to recite in 
this communication. 


In the opinion of this Council, the 
question is one which should command 
the urgent attention of all those represent- 
ing the many sections of the building 
industry. The object of this letter is to 
test the reaction to a suggestion that a 
meeting, representative of the trades 
involved, be called shortly in order that the 
whole subject maybe thoroughly explored 
with a view to taking strong collective 
action for suitable remedies.

HOUSING AND SPECULATIVE 
IMPROVEMENTS IN RURAL 
AREAS

am, ,—Your cautious editorial com- 

ments of November 2 on _ the 
difficulties facing the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government in building 300,000 
houses per year may be a sound appraisal 
of the task to be overcome in many 
borough and urban. areas, but when so 
many young persons have been forced 
to start married life in the last few years 
in caravans and other limited accommoda- 
tion, it is wrong that so much material and 
labour has been used to increase the 
already adequate amenities of small 
privately owned properties and to start 
a “general post” in changing houses at 
enhanced prices between persons with 
good incomes. 


Even two additional houses in a rural 
area would be a better national invest- 
ment than ‘alterations to ten or twenty 
existing buildings to accommodate 
refrigerators, electric washers, immersion 
heaters and other amenities for thirty or 
fifty well-to-do persons. Perhaps Mr. 
Harold Macmillan will find ways to divert 
this expenditure from speculative improve- 
ments in rural areas to the provision of 
more houses for young families.

VALIDITY OF “ PROGRESS” 
CERTIFICATES 


To the Editor of The Builder 


S2: ,—Mr. Norman P. Greig’s article 

in your issue of October 12 makes 
interesting reading. I believe I am correct 
in stating that the priced detailed items 
in a bill of quantities are of no validity 
in a court of law; that a bill is not con- 
sidered a document of accuracy but one 
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of approximation ; and that it is the lump- 
sum of a contract that counts and not 
the bill. 

As I understand it “ progress” certifi- 
cates have no validity as they contain 
merely an approximate estimate, and it is 
not necessary for the contractors’ materials 
to be already on the site; they can be 
elsewhere, provided the materials calcu- 
lated in the progress certificate are not at 
the contractors’ works. Progress certifi- 
cates may be no more than a guide to the 
owner for work done or in hand, and they 
do not imply satisfaction with the work or 
materials, nor preclude the owner from 
subsequently asserting that the work is 
unsatisfactory. e 

The “‘ final ” certificate is the one that 
counts. It is then that the architect 
certifies that the work has been completed 
satisfactorily and in accordance with the 
contract, and the owner is bound by his 
architect’s final certificate, and the builder 
has no remedy and no right to payment, 
unless the architect’s refusal is fraudulent, 
without a final certificate. 

Mr. Greig’s opinion on these views on 
the purpose of “ progress” and “‘ final” 
certificates would be interesting.

TIMBER FOR HOUSES 
To the Editor of The Builder 


SS ,—Despite the great increase in 

timber imports since some of the 
controls on it were lifted, timber cannot 
play a much greater part in the country’s 
house-building than it does at the moment 
unless we adopt a radical change in our 
outlook on housing. 


What use would it be to halen all the 
timber needed for joists, purlins, sarking, 
floor-boards, etc., for 500,000 houses a 
year, if the bricks or concrete were not 
available? ‘There is a famine in bricks 
and in coal to make them. Concrete 
supplies are a little easier but there is a 
serious shortage of bags in which to put 
it. And there is also a grievous scarcity 
of hand craftsmen—bricklayers, plasterers, 
tilers, etc. Therefore, a bountiful supply 
of timber would simply stand idle because 
the rest of the houses could not be built, 

The answer to this appears to have 
been ignored even by the Timber Trades 
Federation, although a national section of 
it talked of timber supplies for 300,000 
houses a year at its meeting last week. 
Yet, it is a very simple one—ages old! It 
is, of course, to use timber for every part of 
the house. . There is proof of its long life 
in an all-timber housing estate built at 
Dundee before the war. According to a 
Corporation report, these 540 houses cost 
substantially less to maintain each year than 
contemporary brick houses on an adjoining 
estate. What is more, modern methods 
of mass-production in joinery works 
could produce timber houses more quickly 
and more cheaply than any other type can 
be built, and a large part of the work be 
done by unskilled labour. 

Plentiful supplies of timber are available 
in the world. Let us use them to solve 
our housing problem.

BRICKLAYING PRACTICE 
To the Editor of The Builder. 


IR,—Answering your correspondent 

Mr. J. Roberts’ query in relation to 

the laying of bricks with their frogs up or 

down, I am most definitely of the opinion 

that single frogged bricks should be laid 
frog up. 

The laying of single frogged bricks frog 
down is bad practice amounting to bodg- 
ing. ‘The reasons for a bricklayer. doing 
this may be all or any of the following : 
Laziness, inexperience, sand in the mortar 
too lumpy, such as pit sand where washed 
sand should be used, mortar too thick, 
such as when left too long and partly 
set (often due to laziness on the part of 
the bricklayer’s labourer or because there 
are not enough labourers), lumpy cement, 
lumpy lime, a deliberate attempt to save 
mortar, or trying to’ “ grind down,”’ that 
is laying the bricks to a leaner gauge per 
course, usually because of having already 
“bumped up,” that is, laying the bricks to 
too full a gauge per course. 

I advise Mr. Roberts to specify frogless 
bricks, of which there are plenty on the 
market. 

I absolutely reject the theory that a 
single frogged brick laid frog down is 
stronger or just as strong as-part of a wall 
where the same brick is correctly bedded 
on the full flat bed panel. Surely the 
greatest loadbearing pressure occurs at 
the bottom of any brick laid in a wall, 
and the greater the area of contact the 
greater the distribution of the load. 

Much has been written concerning the 

origin of frogs, from the theory that 
they were first a slight indenture as help 
in gripping the stock during manufacture. 
Others suggest that it was originally a way 
of inserting the maker’s name, quality, 
etc., but many are in favour of the idea 
that it was a continental sharp practice in 
which the maker competed in the market 
with a brick ostensibly. the same as his 
rivals but which had in fact cost less to 
make and less to transport, something 
after the story of the Dutch brandy bottle 
with the big indentation underneath. 
* Double frogged bricks obviously will 
have to have a frog downwards ; these 
should have the frog filled with mortar 
before being laid and not laid trusting to 
luck that some mortar will be squeezed 
up into the frog during laying. 

I am dealing with normal: loadbearing 
walls, and discount matters relating to 
special bricks for lightness, insulation, etc.

Maslen, in his letter published in 
your last issue, asks us to believe that 
brickwork built with the frogs laid down- 
wards is equal in strength to work on 
which frogs are laid upwards, and thus 
implies that all supervisors of building 
works, who insist on “ fregs up ”’ achieve 
nothing by so doing. 

May I suggest a very simple experiment 
which Mr. Maslen should try out? 
Let him build a small panel of 44 in. wall 
say 2-3 ft. square, in 3: 1 cement mortar 
(taking care that the bricks are wetted 
before use). Leave it for about two 
months, then take it down and clean the 
bricks. I think this will convince him 
that the argument he uses will not stand 
the test of experience.

IR,—I trust that the letter from Mr. 

Roberts in your issue of October 26 

will result in summoning enough com- 

bined opinion from ‘“ well informed ” 

and official quarters to lay this bogy once 
and for all. ; 

The views I put forward will no doubt 
be similar to those held by many others, 
but I am quite sure that they will not be 
accepted by those people who are too 
“* frog conscious.” 

The request for some guidance comes 
from someone who, while not being in the 
industry, is nevertheless close to its 
activities. ‘To Mr. Roberts I would say 
at once there is no question in my mind 
that the insistence by some authorities 
(architects and others) that the one frog 
brick should be laid with the frog upper- 
most, is mainly based upon the rather 
fallacious argument about preserving the 
utmost lateral strength: Why, I don’t 
know. ; 

Consider first the cellular type of brick 
spécially designed for the construction of 
lightweight walls possessing thermal quali- 
ties, and which must of necessity be laid 
with the frog downwards. Does this 
wall then possess no lateral strength? 

Next, what would the authorities (who 
support the opposite vi&w) do to secure 
this lateral strength in a wall of frogless 
wire-cuts? 

Many bricks from the Northern yards 
have a very slight shallow frog (or 
“panel,” as it is called) on one side and a 
deeper frog on the other. These bricks 
and especially those that are hard, dense 
and of low porosity are best laid with the 
deeper (ordinary) frog downwards. If 
laid the other way, particularly when the 
bricks have become wet, they tend to 
slide about on the solid jelly-like bed, and 
become difficult to control.. This is most 
apparent when building a corner, and, if 
care is not exercised—about the stiffness 
of the mortar for example—the corner is 
likely to slump or move out of plumb. 

The small air pocket created in the bed 
when the brick is pressed into place— 
frog downwards—has a stabilising effect 
which is simple to understand when you 
consider that a stiffer mortar can be used 
without affecting the overall efficiency. 
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‘The workability of the mortar, the con- 
dition of the weather and the state and 
quality of the ‘bricks, are all matters that 
affect bricklaying, which I have learned 
from several yeats im “practice in laying 
bricks. These observations apply in a 
greater or lesser degree to all bricks, and 
bricks laid in the manner I put forward 
do-not require much effort to put them 
down: to the line. 

I feel, rightly or wrongly, that too much 
knocking down by the trowel (necessary 
more often when the bed is solid) is not 
only wasteful of time and energy, but 
is noisy and gives a false impression of 
working efficiency. I say, turn the bricks 
frog down, and press them down on to the 
bed with the hand, and the energy and 
time saved will go far towards increasing 
production in yards super. 

With regard to lateral strength, consider 
the adhesive quality of modern mortars, 
which almost universally incorporate Port- 
land cement, and which, aided by the 
joggle in the bed (even when the frog is 
uppermost to, the bed), is sufficient to 
provide all the lateral strength requisite 
to counteract any but those non-concen- 
tric forces which no skilled designer would 
allow to be imposed on any wall of unit 
construction. Experience in breaking 
up brickwork put together in this manner 
would soon.convince the “‘ frog conscious.”” 

And now a word with regard to the 
moisture-holding propensities of a brick 
wall. A wall composed of bricks with 
frogs :upwards is more likely to provide 
reservoirs for rainwater, brought about 
either by capillarity at the bed or through 
faulty .cross joints. This is particularly 
prone to occur at projecting string courses, 
where I have seen this defect. 


On the face of it, this would not seem 
to be a very important technical matter, 
compared with our lot to-day, but I 
consider that the waiving of all insistence 
about laying bricks with their frogs up 
would be more than a little contribution 
to better production. To make a task 
easier is to make it more tolerable, which 
is ‘the first essential to any production at 
all.

IR,—As I anticipated, this discussion 
already shows signs of becoming one- 
sided, unfortunately due to the fact that 
builders show less inclination to cerrespond 
than others. 


First, I would like to make’ one point 
clear. The prime purpose of a frog in 
brick manufacture is to ensure adequate 
consolidation under certain processes. It 
so happens that it also serves to lighten 
the brick and provide a key whichever 
way the brick is laid. Other processes such 
as wire-cutting do not require frogs. 
Also certain bricks have two frogs which 
I can only assume the “ frog upwards ” 
advocates would reject out of hand. 

All are agreed that by laying bricks 
frogs down a definite. saving is effected 
as regards labour and material. Surely 
this is a consideration which cannot be 
lightly overlooked 
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Those correspondents who reject ‘‘frogs 
down” lay great stress on the fact that 
the. joints. will not be full and_ solid. 
Certainly in domestic housing, I submit 
that this is of no consequence whatever. 
For such work the brick wall is more than 
adequate as regards rigidity and load- 
bearing properties; in fact, ‘the load- 
bearing factor seldom enters into the 
calculation. Concerning rigidity, cellular 
bricks are universally accepted for framed 
buildings and tests prove that they are 
more than adequate for normal brickwork, 
The cefls are, of course, laid downwards, 


Moisture penetration is generally more | 


rapid through the joints than the bricks. 
Therefore Mr. Harris’s contention that 
the mortar in the frog helps to stop 
moisture penetration is debatable. I 
submit that any cellular effect gained by 
placing frogs down is an advantage in this 
respect: Finally, “frogs down” dis- 
courage the trapping of moisture and 
consequently avoid damage from frost.

A.A. HOLIDAY SKETCHES 


Current Exhibition at 
Bedford-Square- 


E annual exhibition of members’ 

holiday sketches, which is open until 
November 23 at the Architectural Asso- 
ciation, maintains to the full this year the 
high standard of its predecessors. It is 
interesting to note that the members of the 
A.A., when in holiday mood, have, gener- 
ally speaking, preferred to carry on the 
traditions of the classical English water- 
colourists and painters rather than to 
emulate the contemporary tendencies of 
the professional artists whose works have 
recently been chosen for the adornment 
of the A.A. dining-room walls. This is 
probably as well, for the outstanding 
examples in. this exhibition generally 
appear to be those in the traditional 
manner and the best of these achieve a very 
high level of competence. 

Architects, by reason of their occupation, 
do possess a sense of the structure of 
things and particularly of the anatomy of 
buildings which, together with that know- 
ledge of composition and feeling for colour 
they ought also to possess, enables them 
to make a special contribution to art. 
They are therefore, perhaps justifiably, 
inclined to find their expression in archi- 
tectural and kindred subjects, and the 
nearer they keep within the atmosphere of 
their own vocation the safer they appear 
to be. This, however, has not prevented 
adventurous spirits from producing Iand- 
scapes, still-life and abstract compositions, 
and all in a variety of media. Abstract 
compositions, however, do not include 
this time the pieces of plywood and bits 
of wire seen on previous occasions. 

As no definition of the term ‘‘ Holiday 
Sketching ” has apparently been made for 
the purpose of keeping the artists within 
well-defined terms of reference, the 
hanging committee have perforce ac- 
cepted works varying from finished studio 
paintings in oils to slight sketches. It 
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is becoming apparent that there is a 
marked tendency for the highly finished 
products of the studio to supplant the 
spontaneous free sketching which an 
architect on holiday might be expected to 
produce. It is not suggested that this 
tendency has yet gone too far, but the 
character of the exhibition would tend to 
change in course of time if no limitation 
were imposed. . 

Framing and mounting, always an 
important factor in the presentation of 
pictures, have received considerable atten- 
tion. Frames range from: the elaborate 
to none at all. The unframed stand at 
some considerable disadvantage by com- 
parison, and have been grouped together 
ina a room. 


. Julian Leathart’s two contribu- 
eae " entitled “One of the Ruins that 
Cromwell Knocked about a Bit, Corfe ” 
(No. 20) and “ Riverside Dwellings, 
Rotherhithe ” (No. 69), are masterly: in 
composition, tonal values and draughts- 
manship. Frank Hoar, also a well-known 
and accomplished artist, has contributed 
water-colours of the front of “*S. Maria 
della Salute, Venice ”’ (No. 67), and ‘‘Ponte 
Fabricio, Rome ” (No. 31). . Particularly 
successful compositions are a°pen and ink 
monochrome “ Landscape” (No. 36), 
by T. A. Greeves, and R, 'Twentyman’s 
‘Burgundy Village” (No. 25). There 
are two attractive oils of Cornish village 
subjects, ‘‘ Newton Ferrers” (No. 28), 
by R. K. Rutherford, and “ Cadgwith ” 
(No. 30), by Norman Westwood. 


Examples of successful watér-colour 
drawings are a spirited study of autumn 
trees entitled ‘Autumn Beechwoods ” 
(No. 15), by Norman Westwood ; “* Wolf- 
gang-am-see” (No. 68), by J. Vv. Nisbet ; 
and ‘‘ Derelict Boat, Skye ” @No. 70), by 
W. Grimmond. 


Of the lighter sketches one liked “ S. 
Maria, Sonnenberg”? (No. 51), by Denis 
Hinton ; ‘“‘ The . Windmill, - Wimbledon 
Common” (No. 46), by I. G. Hall; “ Bruns- 
wick ”’ (No. 13), a meticulously detailed 
ink and water-colour drawing by A. M. 
Bevington; the modernist sketch “* Eze- 
sur-mer ,” by Leonard Manasseh; and 
‘* Pleasure Gardens, Battersea”’ (No. 63), 
by Neville Conder. A still life “ Green 
Hydrangea,” by Marjorie Morrison, is’ a 
beautifully finished painting. 

These, however, are but samples to 
indicate the nature of a well-presented 
show on which congratulations are due 
both to the artists and the A.A, hanging 
committee.

BIRMINGHAM: The Council gave formal 
approval to the recommendation that the 
R.1.B.A. Architecture Bronze Medal in the 
area of -Birmingham’ and Five Counties 
Architectural Association for the period 1946- 
1950 be awarded to the Needle. Indusfries, 
Ltd., factory, Studley, Worcs., designed by 
Messrs. S. N. Cooke and Partners (S. N. 
Cooke (F), E. Holman (F), H. Loxley Hare 
(F) and Louis Hayes (A)). 

BOARD OF TRADE COPYRIGHT COMMITTEE: 
The Council approved the action taken by 
the Executive and Practice Committees dur- 
ing the recess in preparing a short memo- 
randum of evidence which was submitted to 
the Board of Trade Copyright Committee. 
In this memorandum some clarification of 
Section 1(2)(a) of the Copyright Act, 1911, 
was requested in regard to the reinstatement 
of war-damaged premises being considered 
as “ reproduction “under that section of the 
Act. A slight element of doubt also exists 
in regard to the definition of architectural 
drawings and plans within the category of 
artistic and literary works, and some clari- 
fication of that point was also requested. 

EXHIBITION OF BRAZILIAN ARCHITECTURE: 
‘The Council approved the recommendation of 
the Public. Relations Committee that the offer 
of the Anglo-Brazilian Society to arrange an 
exhibition of Brazilian architecture at the 
R.I.B.A. in the spring or early summer of 
1952 should be accepted. 

STUDENTS’ EASTER VIsiTs TO ROME: The 
Council approved a recommendation that for 
1952 and thereafter the Institute should 
make a grant of £50 annually towards pro- 
viding for one student from each recognised 
School in the metropolitan area in turn to 
take part in the Easter Visit to Rome. 

ConTRACT SETTLEMENTS: The Coucil con- 
sidered a report of the Practice Committee 
on the question of the issue by am architect 
of a final certificate in’ regard to work for 
which a local authority was the client. Dis- 
cussions had beeh held with representatives 
of the Ministry of Local Government and 
Planning with a view to confirming the archi- 
tect’s independent position in regard to the 
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issue of a final certificate. The Ministry 
have agreed to issue a memorandum remind- 
ing local authorities that the final accounts, 
if submitted to the Treasurer or Financial 
Officer, should be susceptible only to arith- 
metical check and not to any analysis or 
investigation as to items of expenditure. For 
their part the Council approved an amend- 
ment to Clause 5 of the R.I.B.A. Form of 
Agreement for general use between a Build- 
ing Owner (including a Statutory Authority) 
and a Firm of Architects in the following 
terms : — 
“that as soon as he has issued his final 
certificate the architect will supply to the 
employer such details of the final account 
as will enable standing orders or financial 
regulations to be complied with.” 

Stress GRADING OF TIMBER: The Council 
considered a report on a meeting held at 
the Ministry of Works and attended by 
representatives if the R.I.B.A., the Timber 
Development Association, the Forest Products 
Research Laboratory and the Building 
Research Station. This meeting had been 
convened as a result of representations 
originated in the Allied Societies’ Conference 
on the danger of sagging of roofs construc- 
ted in accordance with the provisions of the 
Ministry’s Economy Memorandum owing to 
the shortage of stress-graded timber. In 
the course of discussion it was pointed out 
that the present British Standard on stress 
grading was to be withdrawn and a new 
Standard issued. It° was also stated that 
supplies of better quality timber would 
shortly become available. Representatives 
of the Ministry had carried out a check over 
a large number of houses and had found that 
complaints were of insufficient quantity, 
poor quality, or bad workmanship but not 
eal roof members themselves were too 
small.

NATIONAL BUILDINGS RECORD 


Many Great Houses and Churches 
Threatened 


THE tenth annual report of the National 
Buildings Record, 37, Onslow-gardens, 
S.W.7, covers the period ended April 12, 
1951, and refers to circumstances threaten- 
ing the survival of many great houses and 
churches, as well as the ancient buildings 
of towns, villages and the countryside. 

Reviewing what has been accomplished 
since the work began in 1941, the report 
states that a collection of 385,626 photo- 
graphs and drawings has been formed, 

With the coming of peace they were met 
by wider threats than those of war—the 
wholesale removal of buildings caused by 
the economic distress of owners or by 
sweeping plans of reconstruction and de- 
velopment. The recent town planning and 
housing Acts, though well intentioned, had 
failed to do what was hoped of them, and 
the constant call on the officers of the 
Record to record threatened buildings was 
a brake on the methodical] survey which was 
their chief aim.

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“NATIONALISATION OF THE 
BUILDING INDUSTRY ” 


“ Exclusion of Small Firms only 
Temporary ” 

GIR RICHARD COPPOCK, C.B.E., 

general secretary of the N.F.B.T.O., 
returns to the subject of the nationalisation 
of the building industry in an article in 
the November-December issue of The 
Operative Builder. After summarising 
the scheme for the nationalisation of the 
industry submitted by the executive com- 
mittee of his federation to the annual con- 
ference at Ayr last year, Sir Richard Cop- 
pock writes: 

What are the objections to public owner- 
ship of the building industry? None, as far 
as I can see, against the scheme itself, but 
there is objection to the principle. For those 
who do not like or want any kind of pub- 
lic ownership or control, no scheme would 
be regarded as satisfactory. There is a fur- 
ther point that those who dislike national- 
isation on principle are provided with an addi- 
tional reason for opposing the N.F.B.T.O. 
scheme in that the compensation proposals 
are more drastic than those which have 
been applied to industries already taken 
over. An apparently good point is made 
by the opponents of nationalisation of the 
building industry. One of the reasons sug- 
gested for its nationalisation lies in the 
conglomeration of the 100,000-odd one-man 
and other very small firms, but our original 
suggestion specifically excluded the. small 
firms. So our opponents say that the pro- 
posal to nationalise the industry is made on 
the ground of doing away with the disorder 
of so many competing units while the 
scheme excludes them. The point is, how- 
ever, that the exclusion is only intended as 
a temporary measure, for I believe that in 
course of time the small firms are bound to 
come in. From our point of view and from 
the point of view of making public owner- 
ship a success it is necessary to bring. the 
large concerns in as an initial move, but 
one conceives of the time when the main 
part of the industry is.so effectively under 
public control that those then outside will 
be unable to enter into effective competition 
and will “lapse,” as it were, for want of 
work. So we see that there are, of course, 
objections to nationalisation, firstly from 
those who are against public ownership on 
principle, and secondly from socialists them- 
selves who do not regard nationalisation, as 
so far arranged, as advancing the cause of 
socialism. 

I doubt whether much progress can be 
made with nationalisation until every one con- 
cerned is imbued with a sense of social res- 


ponsibility. Whether any kind of ndtional-. 


isation under capitalism can operate as we 
would like to see it operate is a moot point. 
I think sometimes we become the:victims of 
our own slogans; we have shouted national- 
isation for years so that we almost expect 
Utopia to be ushered in with any scheme of 
nationalisation and profess surprise when 
we see very little change. Not even a 
change in the guarantee of continued 
interests for the shareholders!

High Cost of Brick Imports 


THE BRICK SHORTAGE has now reached a 
point in Scotland where local authorities 
are seeking alternative sources—from Eng- 
land or abroad. The limiting factor in each 
instance is the knowledge that high trans- 
portation charges add so much to the final 
cost of construction as to make such a trend 
uneconomic. In Perth County it has been 
estimated that English bricks would add 
£140 to £160 to the cost of each house. At 
that figure the county is unprepared to 
launch a general usage of imported bricks. 
Kirkcaldy in Fife has also estimated in- 
creased costs, in their case at £25 per house, 
arising from need to import bricks. Either 
English or foreign bricks will be used. St. 
Andrews has again appealed to the Secretary 
of State for Scotland, pointing to the fact 
that no improvement has resulted since the 
last complaint of brick shortages six 
months ago. 

Another aspect of the situation is the fact 
that local housing is often using imported 
bricks at high cost while local brickworks 
export at low cost. Thus, Inverkeithing is 
paying 211s. per 1,000 from Dumfries while 
local clay bricks are sold, if they can be 
obtained, at 155s. Distant authorities would 
be the first to oppose a system of: local 
priorities, of course, although to such local 
users the situation is the more galling. 
Meantime, Scottish brickworks continue at 
peak level. 


Increased Demand for Granite 


Tue brick shortage which has been delay- 
ing Argyll’s housing programme is ex- 
pected to increase the demand for local 
granite, The county council are considering 
the use of granite in six houses to be built 
during this year’s programme at Furnace, 
Loch Fyne. 

The county architect, who has been having 
discussions with Mr. Francis Nicol, manager 
of the Furnace Quarry, has reckoned that 
the additional cost per house if ‘local stone 
were used would be £150, but he has re- 
ported to the housing committee that this 
figure might be reduced if stone were more 
extensively used. Mr. Nicol stated recently 
that there were sufficient supplies of 
local stone to meet the county council’s 
needs. He thought that with rising costs 
and a continued scarcity of bricks 
there would soon be a greater demand for 
local stone. 

Orders for granite for other purposes have 
been increasing, and it has become one: of 
Argyll’s leading exports. Furnace granite has 
been used for many generations as setts in 
road-making, but now the demand is more 
for granite chips to mix with asphalt. 

The fact that the North of Scotland 
Hydro-electric Board encourage the use of 
Scottish stone in their projects is also ex- 
pected to increase demand for Argyll granite.
